ment agreement with the San Jose Redevelop 
ment Agency. The agreement called fora RDA 
approved contractor (A-Plus Construction) to 
among other things: paint, replace doors and 
windows, landscape, and install a new sign. 
Basically, the grand old hall would be getting 
a needed face-lift through the Redevelopment 
Agency's facade improvement program. 
According to Tad Kogura (Grace's hus- 
band), work began in January 2003, but has 
yet to be completed. Why is it taking so long 


for a relatively simple ($55.000) project to be 


completed? The original esumated time to com- 
plete the project was 30 days! 

Mr. Kogura believes that as of September 
1,2003, only one half of the work promised in 
the contract has been completed. yet accord- 
ing to his estimates, the contractor had received 
70% of the contract fees. Kogura doesn't un 
derstand why the contractor has been paid fo: 
work not yet completed and why it is taking so 
long for the work outlined in his contract to be 
done. 

Mario Burnias of A-Plus Construction 
blames the delay on changes to the plan made 
When 
asked by this reporter about the availability of 


by the owner “four different times.” 
a Schedule of Performance, Mr. Burnias im- 
plied that the Redevelopment Agency would 
have that document. But the RDA doesn't seem 
to have the document either. 

In the RDA’s agreement with the owner, a 
schedule of performance and a completion date 
for all work are listed as construction contract 
requirements. In addition, “All proposed con- 
tracts for the construction ...shall...include a 
penalty for unexcused delay in performance by 
the contractor which shall be deducted from

the contractor’s payment under the contract.” 
The penalty for “each day of unexcused delay 
in performance shall equal or exceed the larger 
of A) one percent of the contract amount or B) 
$100." 

If this is all true. someone mightowe some- 
one else a lot of money! 

On August 19. 2003, Agency Deputy Ex- 
ecutive Director John Weis hosted a meeting 
for all parties in an effort to resolve the prob- 
lem. Tad Kogura disputes the notes of the meet- 
ing as Outlined by the Redevelopment Agency 
and responded by asking that the original plan 
blueprints be adhered to. 

\fter visiting the Oikido Hall and observ- 
ing first hand the quality of the work that had 
been done and how much more remains unfin- 
ished, T called Deputy Director Weiss to ask 
him if the Agency was satisfied with the 
contractor’s work. Mr. Weiss pointed out that

projects in Japanto nd that these jobs were 
“done quite well

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Hispanos deben planificar ingreso Departamento del Tesoro 
a la universidad desde temprano 


Muchos estudiantes hispanos no llegan a graduarse de la universidad por la falta de ayuda y recursos 
financieros. La clave está en buscar información de becas desde antes de entrar al bachiller.

Miami, (EFE ).- El bajo por- 
centaje de hispanos que recibe un 
diploma universitario se debe en 
gran parte al desconocimiento de 
becas y planes de financiación que 
les podrían brindar un mejor fu- 
turo, según el Hispanic Scholar- 
ship Fund (HSF, en inglés). 

De acuerdo con esta organi- 
zación, tan sólo el 12 por ciento 


~ de los hispanos que viven en Esta- 


dos Unidos recibe un título univer- 
sitario, frente a 26 por ciento de 
los anglos. 

Una cifra considerablemente 
baja si se tiene en cuenta que los 
latinos son la principal minoría de 
este país. 

Para Miguel Salinas, vocero 
de HSF, 
desconocimiento que tienen los

“Nuestra meta es tratar de do- 
blar el número de estudiantes his- 
panos que van a la universidad”, 
dijo a EFE Salinas. 

Agregó que desde su funda- 
ción, en 1975, HSF ha entregado 
más de 61,000 becas por un valor 
de 115 millones de dólares a estu- 
diantes hispanos de 50 estados, los 
que han asistido a 1,700 colegios 
comunitarios y universidades. 

“Nuestro foco es decirle a los 
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padres que su hijo es digno de ir a 
la universidad”, afirmó Sara 
Martínez Tucker, 
CEO de HSF. 

Martínez agregó que los pa- 
dres desempeñan un papel crítico 
en la educación de los niños, 
especialmente en su preparación 
para ir a la universidad. 

“Si proveemos información 
clave y las herramientas para na- 
vegar en el proceso, podemos de- 
mostrarles (a los padres) que la 
universidad es asequible y alcan- 
zable”, manifestó. 

La HSF inició el 14 de sep- 
tiembre un tour nacional en 13 ciu- 
dades de EE.UU. en el que ofrece 
información en inglés y en es- 
panol. 

“La idea es crear un ambiente 
donde los padres puedan preguntar 
y entender el complejo sistema 
educativo estadounidense. Que se- 
pan la importancia de ir a la uni- 
versidad y el rol que juegan para 
que esto sea una realidad”, indicó 
Salinas. 

El portavoz insistió que si 
bien la HSF se ha enfocado en lo 
que es la asistencia financiera y los 
programas de becas, en los últimos 
tiempos se ha abocado a instruir a 
los padres en cómo ayudar a sus 
hijos. 

De acuerdo con HSF, los es- 
tudios demuestran que hay 
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muchas razones para el bajo ren- 
dimiento académico de los estu- 
diantes latinos. pero uno de los 
más significativos es la falta de in- 
tegración de las familias hispanas 
en el proceso educativo. 

“Mucha gente cree que los 
preparativos para ir a la universi- 
dad es algo de los últimos años del 
bachillerato. cuando en realidad 
debería empezar mucho antes’ 
manifestó Salinas. 

Añadió que en las charlas se 
les instruye a los padres en cómo 
preparar académicamente a sus hi- 
jos, cuáles son las clases que deben 
tomar, incluso desde octavo grado 
y qué deben preguntar a los con- 
sejeros, entre otras cosas. 

“Se trata de abarcar dos cosas, 
la parte financiera y la parte aca- 
démica para lograr así el éxito del 
estudiante”. señaló el portavoz.

Mexicanos envian 7,255 millones 


de dólares a su país en siete meses 


México, (EFE).- Las remesas de los 
mexicanos que residen en EE.UU. a sus 
familias en México sumaron 7.255 3 millones 
de dólares en los primeros siete meses de este 
año, un 29.6 por ciento más que en el mismo 
período del 2002, se informó esta semana. 

El Banco de México indicó que. en julio 
pasado, las remesas alcanzaron los 1.120 
millones de dólares, cifra un 32,8 por ciento 
superior a la del mismo mes del 2002, aunque 


ligeramente inferior a la de junio de este año, 


cuando sumaron 1,140 millones de dólares. 

Desde abril de este año las cifras men- 
suales han superado los 1.000 millones de 
dólares y han sido las más elevadas para los 
mismos períodos desde 1995, cuando co- 
menzó el registro de las remesas. 

En 2002, los inmigrantes mexicanos en 
Estados Unidos enviaron 9,815 millones de 
dólares al país y convirtieron las remesas en 
la segunda fuente de divisas para México. por 
encima del turismo y sólo superada por los 
ingresos petroleros. 

De continuar este ritmo de crecimiento,

las remesas podrían rebasar los 11,000 mi- 
llones de dólares este año, según cálculos de 
analistas financieros. 

El 85,3 por ciento de los envíos de los 
mexicanos en los primeros siete meses de 
2003 se transfirieron a través de medios 
electrónicos. un 12,8 por ciento por “money 
orders” (cheque de canje) y el resto en efec- 
tivo o cheques personales, según el informe 
del banco central. 

El monto promedio de cada envío entre 
enero y julio se situó en 314,03 dólares, un 
4.2 por ciento menor a la media registrada en 
el mismo período del año pasado.

la combinación de estrógenos con 
Í progesterona, dependiendo de los 
síntomas que presenten.
